never would have aſſerted Seſoſtris, whom he makes to be Shifhak, to be alſo 
Ofiris or the Egyptian Bacchus z nor would others have confounded the ancient 
one with the younger ſo much as they have done. Sir Iſaac has indeed by this, 
in a new and very ſurprizing manner, made the Egyptian Oſiris cotemporary with 
Rehoboam. He ſurely muſt have been led into this ſtrange and ſingular Belief, by 
accounting the latter Bacchus of the Greeks the only Bacchus, without adverting, 


that a much more ancient Bacchus exiſted, many Ages anterior to the Grecian 


one, the characteriſtical Marks of whom, diſtin&t from the other, we not only find 
clearly deſcribed: by the Greek Authors, but actually confirmed to be ſuch, not only 
by this Mummy, but by ſeveral other illuſtrious Monuments of the Egyptians, ſtill 


i ſubſiſting among us. Laſtly, in this Image of Oſiris, his Habit is repreſented with- 


out any kind of Shade or Variety of Colours. This indeed correſponds nicely 
with what u Plutarch expreſſiy aſlerts of the Eg yptian Ofiri iris, when he ſays, ſpcak- 
ing of the Garment of Iſic, j ) Oc, e. tx tu ori, Or pou, that is, 
1 1 the Garment of Ofitis there is no Shade, nor Variety of Colour.

Beſidęs, they are very ſimilar to the Deſcription” 
given by = Kircher and * TVitſius of four Figures, called by them Henthæi Nu 
minis ſtipatores, or the Guardian Attendants of the God Hempta, by Plutarch 
Meſſengers or Angels (as Mitſius calls them) ſent by that God to execute his 
Commands.

The Third had a Hawk's Head, he fays, and was called by the Eg yptiansTaavsrvs, 
cornu Hammonis inſignitus, then adds, ſolarem calorem & im mundo inferior: 
fecunditatem notabat. The Fourth was, he ſays, with the Countenance of a Lion, 
called MomenTa, i. e. Hilæi, mundi, five totius humide nature præſidem ſigni- 
Hcabat. As to this laſt Particular, it is the only one, except the Horn of Fupiter . 
mon juſt mentioned, where the Deſcription does not correſpond with the Repreſenta- 
tion on our Mummy, one of the Figures of the Mummy having a os Head, not that 
of a Lion; wherefore it may be reaſonably imagined that there were not only 
more of theſe Stipatores or Guardian Genii of Oſiris than what are mentioned bx 
Kircher and Withus, but it was arbitrary in the Perſon that originally conſecrated : 
the Mummy to theſe different Egyptian Deities, to repreſent which- ever of them 
he pleaſed, wherefore he choſe this one with the Wolf's Head rather than that 
of the Lion. This will better appear immediately, becauſe with regard to the 
olf and the Dog, I find a Paſſage in Macrobius, which ſeems to account for 

ſuch a Repreſentation; for, ſpeaking of the manner whereby the Image of O/zris or 


the Sun is ſometimes exhibited in Egypt, he mentions it as having the Heads of a ; 


Lion, a Dog, and a Wolf. The Wolf, he ſays, is a Symbol of the paſt Time, the 
Dog of the future: b Sed & præteritum tempus Lupi capiti ſignatur, quod me.

THe Second Evidence is the plain Image of Proſerpine in a human Form, with 
all her characteriſtical Marks, placed on the Mummy, over where the Balance, and 
the good and bad Principles are; ſome of which ſeem ſo curious, as to deſerve the 
Attention of the Learned; if we conſider, that over the firſt Part of the ſymbolical 
Picture, where the Cadaver is laid ſtretched out on a Bier, Js with a Tutulus 
on her Head, ſeems to be figured under the Character of what the Greeks after- 
wards called Cybole or the Earth; but over the other part of the Picture where the 
Deceaſed is reprefented judged, and conſequently the Soul of it landed in the 
Place of its eternal Abode, over there, the Image of Proſerpine in a human Form 
is placed; which may ſymbolize, according to the Mythology of the Egyptians, 
that when the Deceaſed was in the State of Death before Judgment, conſequently 
not ſuppoſed to have pafſed over in the Baris or Boat of Charon, (which mytholo- 
gical Story the Greeks, as Diodorus tells us, took from the Egyptians) in that 
caſe, they reckoned the Deceaſed in the Domain of Cybele; wheretore, above the 
Cadaver on the Bier, is, as I have hinted, the Image of Cybele : Burt when in the Place 
of its efernal Abode in the Regions of Pluto and Proſerpine, there, above it, is 
Proſerpme's human Image repreſented with all her characteriſtical Marks; of which 
it is proper in this place to give a particular Deſcription.

Ix the firſt Compattment within a green Field, on the Right ſide of the 


Mummy, ſtands the Figure of a Man, in whoſe Left Hand ſeems to be a Volume 


or Sheet of the Papyrus, like that in the Hand of the ite Dοονννν,ög, or ſacred 
Scribe, in the ſymbolical Picture already mentioned. On his Neck is the Head of an 


Ibis; ſuch Egyptian Figures, in general, the Greeks called iS;woppo. On the top 


of his Head is what may be conjectured a Flame, iſſuing forth under a ſmall Globe. 
This Whole Figure I take to be a Repreſentation of the Egyptian HERMES. As 
to his having the Head of an 16zs, ſuch a one is commonly aſſigned to Hermes, 
and indeed may be only to denote his Perſon ſacred; like what is obſerved before 


in another place. As to the Flame, it is frequently ſeen above the Heads of 


ſacred Perſons on the Menſa Iſiaca, and may probably be to ſymbolize a Spirit; the 


Globe or Star above it, his Sog, or being ranked among the Gods; and the 


Papyrus Volume in his Hand, an Emblem of his Invention of Letters and Eloquence. 


For Hermes, ſays * Diodorus, was above all others admired on account of his Elo- 


quence; and becauſe of his Inyentions of Letters, Aſtronomy, and Harmony, he was

I the oppoſite Compattment of Green ſtands another Figure, on whoſe Neck 
is the Head of the ſięgg, or Hawk; in one Hand he holds a Baculus, which 
ſonic have imagined the Diviner's Rod; and in the other, the Phylacterion or Amulet 
for Preſervation. Such Egyptian Figures as theſe, which ſeem to be another Repre-

Wirn regard to the different Rows of Plumes proceeding from the Beetle, they 
ſeem not only to be an Emblem of the Sun's Velocity, like thoſe. already deſcrib'd 
on the Face, but alſo of the four Elements, as their Colours ſeem to point out.

As to the Heads of the Hawks at the Extremity of the Humerale, or Egyptian 


Ephod, as ſuch a Repreſentation is on Captain Lezhieullzer's Mummy what regards 


its Explanation, the Reader is referr'd thereto : I ſhall only add, that as this Bird 


was a Symbol of God, or the Sun, among the 5 yptians, it was held in ſo great 


Veneration, that f Herodotus ſays, Whoever killd an Ibis, or a Hawk, whether 
willingly or without Defign, was ſurely put to Death. 92 3885 


Now, with regard to theſe various Repreſentations of the Sun on our Mummy, 
much Pains need not be taken with the Learned to convince them, that that luminous 
Orb, if not the very firſt, was one of the principal Deities among the eight primitive 

Gods of the Egyptians, mention'd by Herodotus, Diodorus Siculus, and others. 

8 Diodorus has this very remarkable Paſſage: The moſt Antient of Mortals, ſays he, 

among the Egyptians, contemplating the World around them, not without great 

Admiration, form d to themſelues' a Notion of two original and eternal Deities, 

Viz. the Sun and Moon; one of which they call d Oſiris, the other Iſis. Nay, ſo 


great was the Opinion of the Eg yptians about the Sun, as h Porphyry tells us, that 


ſome of them ſtyled him Creator of the Univerſe, gag T8 7” Haw d, papwss, 
c. to which may be added, that either in a direct or indirect manner, thoſe two 
Planets, the Sun and Moon, became the Deities of almoſt every other Nation on 
Earth, tho they were in a particular manner and originally ſo among the Egyptians. 
This indeed appears, in a good meaſure, confirm'd by the various Symbols of them 
on this Mummy; and will be more fully ſhewn in the Sequel, and accounts for

If mort 
Authorities were wanting to prove {#5 the ſame with the Moon, Referehce right 
be made to a great Number of antient Writers, tho none that illuſtratetz it more 
than that Paſſage in Diodorus Siculus, where he ſays, The Egyptians believe rhe 
Sun and Moon to be two original and eternal Deities, the one call d Oſiris, the 
other tis. Then, Ii. 1. H. T1. he ſubjoins, 1 That theſe ruo Gods overs the 
Univerſe, and are the Cauſe of the Growth aud Increaſe of every thing, avid 
the Tear, by their unperrriv Motions, into three different Seaſons, the Spring, 


Summer, and Winter. 


And in another Paſſage immediately following he ſays, The Egyptians beljewe,

exhibiting her both as the Earth and Moon, the Female Figure, with the Globe on 
her Head, being a conjunct Symbol of both. ,, _ .

THE next Particular are the three Rows of Plumes, compoſing Wings which 


project from this Female, and which, like thoſe of Js on Captain Lethieullier's 
Mummy, are Symbols of the other three Elements, which their Colours. ſeem alſo 
not a little to illuſtrate : For the Earth, as has been already ſaid, is plainly ſymbo- 
liz'd by the Figure of Js herſelf, who was the Earth; the Water by the Plumes 
of pale green Colour; the Fire by the Plumes of the red firy Colour; the Air by 
the upper and lower Rows of deep Blue, which encompaſs the Whole.

©» Wir regard to the two Serpents under the Wings of 1/s, this Particular is very 


ſingular and curious, they are Symbols very often dcſcrib'd by the Antients as belong- 
ing to the Egyptian Iſis. m Apuleius, in his Viſion of that Goddeſs, deſcribes her 
Appearance with ſuch Serpents on her right and left Hand, Dextra lævaquè ſulcis 
inſurgentium viperarum cohibita ; and in another Place immediately following, 
deſcribes the very Quality of thoſe Serpents, as having their Necks tumefy'd and 
ſwell'd'; Inſurgebat aſpis caput extollens arduum, cervicibus late tumeſtentibus. 
As ſuch they are repreſented on our Mummy. Theſe Serpents ſometimes are call'd 
Dracones, and are Symbols of Health, and particularly belong to J½s, as ſhe was 
the Goddeſs of Health: | Wherefore n Macrobius lays expreſly, Hinc eft, quod ſimu- 
lacris Aſculapii & Salutis draco ſubjungitur, quod hi ad Solis naturam Lunzq; 
referuntur; and immediately ſubjoins, Salus autem nature Lunaris eſtectus eſt, &c. 
The moſt antient Authors agree, that J% found out many Cures for Diſeaſes long 
before 9 Apis King of Egypt, to whom ſome have attributed the Honour of the 
Invention, and he long before the Greek c_Z/culapins.

Tuna Js was the Inventreſs of many Cures, Diodorus Siculus, ſpeaking of the 
Egyptians in his firſt Book, ſhews very plainly, p. 22. when he ſays, Sal &“ Al-

As it is certain, that both the Greeks and Romans adopted the ſacred Myſteries 


and Symbols of the antient Eg yprians into their reſpective Religions, hence on 
many Greek and Roman Coins, where Eſculapius or the Goddeſs of Health are 


repreſented, this Symbol of Curing is expreſsd by Serpents. The ſame kind of 
\ Serpents with-ſwell'd Necks are exhibited frequently on the Menſa Jſiaca. There 
-indeed they are often combin'd with Symbols both of the Sun and Moon, that is,

The next Particulars are the whitiſh Squares on each Side of the Head of the Female, 
divided into three Partitions, and which may be conjectur d to be an Egyptian 
Phylactery, appearing partly below the Ephod or Breaſt plate, like the Jewiſh Arban 
Canfoth, deſcrib'd already on Captain Lerhiculliers Mummy, to which the Reader

Tu next Thing to be confider'd in this fifth ſy mbolical Repreſentation, is the 
Figure hanging at a Chain on the Breaſt of %s; which, tho it appears but incon- 
ſiderable, is however one of the greateſt Curioſities on this Mummy, and explains 
the Meaning of many other ſach Figures found on Egyptian Monuments of like 
Antiquity. But, that it may be the better underſtood, tis neceſſary to mention a 
Paſſage of Plutarch, which ſeems to give no ſmall Light therein. e 


ITnis great Author has ſhewn, from what is already quoted, That the Egyptian 

believ'd Ie to be the Female Part of Nature, and, in Conjunction with the Influence 

of Oſiris, the Cauſe of the Production of every thing. To this may be added, 

That they had a topical Notion of her Energy allo, as being, with thar of the Sun, 

more immediarely confin'd to their own Country of Egypt; and, That the Body 

of Iſis was that Part of the Earth, water d by the Overflowings of the Nile, 

| which 9 in one Paſſage he plainly expreſſes: So that, on the retiring of the Waters, 
5 they ſow'd their Corn on the Fields which had been inundated; whereby theß 
fairly committed the Grain for the enſuing Harveſt into the Boſom or Womb. of 

that is, who was the common Receptacle of every thing. Hence it was, that in 
the allegorical Fable of the Generations of their Gods, mention'd by the ſame 
Author, it was aſſerted, That 1s brought forth a Male Child weak and lame in 
its Limbs, whoſe Name was Horus or Harpocrates Tas the Greeks afterwards call'd 
him]; by which Production, ſays Plutarch, the Egyptians meant the ſprouting 
forth of the Corn, which then is feeble and weak; and, Bid. p. 377. he adds, 
That the Eg yp7ians give out, that Oſiris * is bury'd at the Time they ſow the Seed 
into the Ground, and returns to Life when the Grain begins to ſhoot forth: Bur, F 
ſays hes, as ſoon as lis, or the Earth, begins to find herſelf impregnated with the | 
Corn, ſhe then hangs an Amulet, or ſacred Charm, round her Neck on the ſirth AF 
Day of the Month Phaophi; afterwards ſhe brings forth Horus or Harpocrates, 
about the Winter Solſtice, being on his firf# Shootings, but tender and imperfed? : 
This is the Reaſon, lays he, that when their Lentils and Beans begin to grow 
up, they offer him the Tops or Firſt-fruits of them. LIE | 


FROM this Paſſage it may reaſonably be conjectur'd, that, among the various 
Symbols of Js on this Mummy, the Figure hanging by a fort of Chain round her 
Neck, and on her Breaſt, is this pF HE, or Amulet, mention'd by Plutarch; 
ſuch as that Goddeſs hung round her Neck, when ſhe found herſelf impregnated 
with Corn; for the Greek Word quagrriecw implies a Charm for Keeping or Pre- | 
ſerying, and is very appoſite to the phyſical Character of Jie, as a Nouriſher and 1 
Preſerver in Nature, and as ſhe was the common Receptacle of every vegetative Body. = f 
So that her keeping the Grain for Harveſt ſafe, uncorrupted, and undeſtroy'd within L 
her Boſom, was, no doubt, of great Importance to the Egyptians, among whom :

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1 Trar which preſents to View under the Particular laſt deſcrib'd, is a curious 


Girdle, diſtinguiſh'd' by no other Ornaments than thoſe of 'oblong-ſguate Diviſions 
within one another, diverſify'd by diſtin Colours of Yellow or Gold, Scarlet, 
Blue, and Purple. All that ſhall be faid at preſent on this Head, is, That both the 
Girdle and Ephod already mention d, which is adorn'd with Paintings of different

Breaſt-plate, mcntion'd to have been on the ſacred Garments of Aaron, Levit. viii.

Wu appears below the curious Girdle, may again, for Order's ſake, be call'd 
the ſixth emblematical Repreſentation, conſiſting of a ſmall Globe within what 
ſeems to reſemble a Boat ſupported with Wings, which encompaſs the whole 
Length of the Boat, and which may be conceiv'd to be another Symbol of the 
Sun, which the Egyptians feign'd to have gone round the World in a Boat; the 


Wings ſupporting it being, like the other Wings already deſcrib'd, Emblems of 


the Sans Velocity, and of the other Elements. 


Nov, that che Egyptian had ſuch a Notion, u Plutarch expreſiy tells us; di. 


That the Sun uni Moon perform their Revolutions round the Earth, not in Cha- 
riots, but in Boats; for which he aſſigns a phyſical Reaſon. * Clemens Alexun- 
drinus ſays, the Fg yptians repreſent the Sun ſometimes in a Boat, and on a Cro- 
codile : Ahne & ptr ED mots, & I EM reg Mu Texrusn. I can't help 
remarking, that the Figure of the Boat on this Mummy is preciſely like what is 


repreſented as a Boat on the y Menſa Tjiaca. 


IMMEDIATELY under the Sun in the Boat, is a double Repreſentation of Ohris 
ſitting at a Banquet, in what we imagin'd, by a like Figure in the foregoing Diſ- 


| connle, to be the Chair of Jupiter, of the Sun. Here Oſiris is alſo diſtinguiſh'd 


by his common Attributes or Marks; VS. his Mitre, Sceptre, and Flagellum. Be- 


fore him is plac d a kind of Table cover d with three Sorts of Viands; but what 


thoſe Eatables exactly are, cannot be clearly diſtinguiſnd on the Mummy. The 
Table on which they are ſet, is ſupported with one Foot or Leg in the middle. 


Over the Table, but detachd on one Side, is the Figure of ſome Plant, on the 
outer Sides of which is repreſented a human Figure, erect, with Hands ſtretch'd 


forth toward the Sun in the Boat, in a Poſture of Thankſgiving or Adoration.

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War next follows, is that which;; for Orders ſake, may be call d the ſeventh 
emblematieal Repreſentation; in which is exhibited the Figure of a Cadaver, ſtreteh d 
out on a Bier in the Form of à Lion: Near it ſtands another Figure, altogethet 
human except the Head, which repreſents that of a Wolf, ino the Action of em- 
balming or painting the Cadaver, having three Vaſes. or Pots, each containing a 
different Colour within it, ſeen as if the Vaſes were of Glaſs, or tranſparent. On 
the Top of one of them is the Head of a Man, on the other that of a Hawk, on 
the thitd that of a Wolf.
